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INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
THURSDAY, APRIL 11, 2002 - 1000 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light across the nation. One new large fire each was reported in Southern
California and the Eastern Area. One large fire was contained in the Eastern Area. Prescribed
burning projects continued in the Northwest, Northern California, Eastern Great Basin, Eastern and
Southern Areas. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, New Mexico,
Oklahoma and Texas.

SOUTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES:

MIDDLE, Gila National Forest. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Humphrey) is assigned.
This fire is in the Gila Wilderness 25 miles southeast of Reserve, NM. Crews in wilderness
divisions have made good progress and are expected to complete their assignments today.

REILEY PEAK, Coronado National Forest. This fire is 20 miles northwest of Wilcox, AZ. Crews
have made good progress towards containment goals. Warmer and dryer weather forecast is a
concern for today.

NUMBER ONE ISLAND, Okefenokee National Wildlife Refuge, FWS. This fire is being managed
by a Fire Use Management Team (Cones). The fire is 14 miles southwest of Folkston, GA. The
fire is being managed under a confinement strategy. Minimal fire activity was observed yesterday,
but predicted southwest winds are a concern for today.

OUTLOOK:

The Southwest will be partly cloudy with breezy conditions in New Mexico, and mostly sunny in
Arizona. Winds will be 10 to 20 mph across most of the area, except for northern New Mexico
where winds will be stronger at 20 to 25 mph. Relative humidities will generally range from 10 to
30 percent, except for central and southern Arizona where they will be as low as 5 to 20 percent.

Southern California will see a ridge of high pressure move over the area today, resulting in warmer
and drier conditions through the weekend. High temperatures will generally range from the 60's in
coastal areas to 70's inland and 80's to low 90's in the desert areas. Winds will be in the 5 to 15
mph range. Relative humidities are expected to be above 55 percent near the coast, 20 to 35
percent inland and 10 to 20 percent in the desert areas.

The Southern Area can expect an old frontal boundary draped from North Carolina to the Florida
Panhandle and Gulf Coast region to result in light rain in those areas, possibly shifting towards
north Georgia in the afternoon. Texas and Oklahoma may also see showers and thunderstorms
today caused by a developing area of low pressure in west Texas. High temperatures will be in the
upper 70's and low 80's from the Ohio River Valley to the Gulf Coast and westward to Oklahoma
and Texas. Virginia and the Carolinas can expect high temperatures to be in the upper 60 to mid
70 degree range. Winds will be 5 to 15 mph across most of the area, but 15 to 20 mph in Texas
and Oklahoma.

The Eastern Area can expect high temperatures to remain generally in the 50's and 60's but cooler
in the northern tier of the Great Lakes and New England regions. Low temperatures will be in the



30's and 40's across the area. Relative humidities will range from 35 to 60 percent
inutes across the area with good recovery at night.
